Paris and Europe. 


The first plenary session of the Inter- 
Allied Preliminary Peace Conference, with 
all delegates properly accredited, will be 
held in Paris on, Saturday next. Mean- 
while the Allied and American representa- 
tives are meeting alternately as the 
Supreme War Council and as an informal 
Conference to discuss procedure and other 
matters connécted with the Peace Con- 
ference. ‘The postponement until Saturday 
of the first plenary session of the formal 
Allied Conference has been caused. in the 
first place, by the difficulty of settling the 
procedure, the number of delegates from 
every country, the language to be used, 
and such matters; and there has been 
further delay owing to the urgent necessity 
of settling the military problems which 
spring from the copfused and disturbed 
state of Russia, Poland, and Germany. 
Questions of procedure have now been so 
far settled that the date of the first full 
session of the Allied Conference can be 
fixed. In particular, it is announced that 
the number of delegates from every 
country has been determined, on a 
descending scale varying from five for each 
of the Great Powers to one for each of the 
smaller countries which played a purely 
passive part in the war. It is reported, 
though. it is. difficult to believe, that this 
system of proportional representation has 
been stultified by an agreement on the 
basis of “one State, one pote.” The 
settlement of the general procedure of ihe 
Conference is clearly an important pre- 
liminary to*its meeting. Apparently the 
method finally adopted is to be a simal- 
taneous handling of the material and poli- 
tical problems of «the. peace seitle- 
ment, in full qpnference if heed be, and 
by technical commissions where this is 
possible. Such a method of procedure is 
likely to prové the most expeditious.

tions. The future of Bolshevism, not 


}only in.Germany, hangs like a gigantic 


note of interrogation over the pending 
deliberations of the Peace Conference. 
With this. enormous and menacing ques 
tion the Allied and American representa- 
tives, sitting as the Supreme War Council, 
have endeavoured to deal in a series of 
emergency decisions, The fact that the 
armistice convention fails due for renewal 
this week has provided them im some 
measure with a lever for dealing with it. 
Marshal Foch has been commissioned by 
the Supreme War Council to proceed to 
Tréves and acquaint the German delegates 
on the Armistice Commission with the 
texms on which the conyention will be re- 
neWed. The terms of renewal are under- 
stood to be connected in. two directions 
with the question of resisting the tide of 
Bolshevism. In the first place, the new 
terms will take guarantees against the 
continued complicity of thg Germans with 
the Bolsheviks in the tic provinces, 


which has involved many direct breaches | 


of the previous terms. In these debatable 
lands the German military. authorities 
have facilitated the Bolshevist invasion, 
in the hope, no doubt, that, by preventing 
the new States from establishing them- 
selves, it would leave them still open for 
future German absorption. Poland is 
especially threatened by this policy, which 
the Allied Governments cannot tolerate in 
view of their declarations in favour of a 
strong, united, and independent Poland. 
To restrain the Germans from eonniving 
at Bolshevist aggression in Poland, and to 
assist that country by direct military aid, 
is one means which the Allies must adopt 
of resisting Bolshevism. 

The establishment of such an isolated 
centre of fesistance, however, though use- 
ful and necessary, is not an adequate 
barrier against Bolshevism. The best and 
most complete barrier is undoubtedly what 
President Wilson describes’ as the ‘ food 
barrier.”” The Supreme War Council is 
understood to have adopted Mr. Hoover's 
proposal that; as Germany s submaripe 
war is responsible for the world-wide 
scarcity of food, Germany should provide 
the Allies with the means to transport the 
necessary remedies. The new terms of 
armistice, therefore, require Germany to 
hand over all wherchant ships which are 
still in her ports or in neutral harbours 
in order that they.may be used in the 
transport of food supplies, whatever may 
be their place of origin or destination. 
In return for this demand and for certain 
other guarantees embodied in the new 
armistice terms the Allied Governments 
are prepared to expedite the revietualling 
of Central Europe. The Allied Council of 
Supply and Relief, under Mr. Hoover's 
presidency, took certain decisions yesterday 
in conhection with the utilisation of Ger- 
man shipping to this end. The bulk of 
the food supplies must necessarily be pro- 
vided by the United States, and Mr. 
Wilson and his colleagues on the American 
peace delegation have urged upon Congress 
the speedy appropriation of a hundred 
million dollars to provide such supplies. 
They point out that Bolshevism thrives on 
starvation and disorder, and that its steady 
advance westwards cannot readily be 
stopped by force, but can be stopped 
effectively by food. Food relief, in Mr. 
Wilson’s words, is now the kev to the 
whole European situation and to the con-, 
clusion Congress apparently 
accepts his judgment, which is shared by 
all the Allied leaders with whom he has 
been in conference. Jt is giving rapid 
passage to the Famine Relief Bill, in order 
to make available “means of stemmimg 
the tide of anarchism” and discovering in 
Central ,Europe “definite powers with 
which to conclude peace.”

Two Vice-Presidents. 


Yesterday Sir Thomas Russell retired 
from the Vice-Presidency of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which he had held 
for eleven years. We sympathise with his 
complaint. about the order of his going. 
As an old servant of the State, the Cabinet 
owed him, even in these democratic days, 
some measure of courtesy. He re- 
member, however, that the enforcement of 
his predecessor’s retirement also was more 
urgent than polite. Sir Thomas. Russell 
was once the most fiercely abused man in 
Ireland, but the younger generation has 
forgotten those ancient controversies. It 
will judge his work at Upper Merrion 
street apart from his merits or demerits as 
a politician. The worst feature of that work 
was his discouragement of the co-opera- 
tive movement, which, of course, proved 
be too strong for him. Its best feature 
was his vigorous and progressive adminis- 
tration during the four years of war. The 
Tillage Orders may have demanded too 
much from Irish farmers; but that was an 
error on the right side and can be 
remediéd. On the whole, however, the 
Department, under Sir Thomas Russell’s 
rule, rose finely to a great emergency, 
enforced its authority with a welcome firm- ' 
ness, adapted itself to a succession of 
serious crises, maintained the country’s 
food supplies, and helped our farmers to 
win a position of unexampled prosperity. 
The Department has served Ireland well 
during the war, and much of the credit 
must go to Sir Thomas Russell. [it can be 
said of him, as of few others grown old 
in duty, that the last years of his public 
work were the most useful. He is suc- 
ceeded by a brother Scot, Mr. H. 'T. 
Barrie, until recently—and again to be, 
when certain technicalities have been 


‘observed—a member of the Ulstér Unionist 


Party.. The Nationalist..Press has bom- 
barded Mr. Barrie’s appointment with 
criticism. Most of it seems to us to be 
unreasonable, and some Of it is at. least. 
premature. It is true that Mr. Barrie 
holds political views “which are exceéd- 
ingly unpopular in the South of Ireland. 
When Sir Thomas Russell was appointed, 
through My. Dillon’s influence; he’ held 
views which were exceedingly unpopular 
in the North. So far as we know, they 
were not allowed to colour his admigis- 
tration, and we may be sure that Mr, 
Barrie will follow his good example. 
Another criticism is more relevant. Mr. 
Barrie is the head,of the largest firm. of 
potato exporters in Ireland, and the ques- 
tion of the extent of such exports is one 
on which the Depariment has been obliged 
—and again may be obliged—to make 
official decisions. We may.assume, how- 
ever, that, in accépting the appointment, 
Mr. Barrie gave full consideration to this 
delicate maiter, and that his attitude to it 
in office will be governed by the hiyhest 
standards of the publi# service.

Bad Boys and the Bitch. 


There bas been a marked increase during 
recent years in the number of criminal 
offences committed by boys and girls. It is 
quite a common thing nowadays to read ef 
bands of boys terrorising entire. districts 
or committing -a series of burglaries or 
thefts before the intervention of the police 
puts an end to their activities. Dublin has 
suffered from this form of crime in common 
with other cities. We are glad to observe 
that the Recorder has decided to adopt 
stern measures with juvenile offenders who 
are brought before him in future, At the 
Sessions yesterday five boys pleaded guilty 
to two charges of breaking and entering, 
and the: Recorder intimated that in the 
next case of the kind the offenders 
would be ordered “a good caning.” We 
commend this intention to magistrates 
throughouf the country. They have the 
power to order that a boy shall be flogged, 
and, if they exercised it more frequently, 
we are convinced that the number of crimgs 
committed by young people would decline 
rapidly. Im a great many cases the 
offences are due not so much to inhevent 
wickedness as to the desire to emulate the |* 
exploits of the “hero#’ in some exciting 
work of fiction or cinematograph film ; and 
a sound thrashing would be the most 
effectiveWmethod of making the boys see 
the efror of their ways. The @resent 
system of inflicting fines on juveniles for 
petty offences very often means that the 
penalty has to be borne entirely by honest 
parents “who are in necessitous cixcum- 
stances. We admit that there are cases in 
which the parents deserve tagbe penalised 
for failure to exercise proper control over 
the children, but there are others—cases 
where the fathers of the young delihquents 
are serving in the Army, for instance—in 
which a fine operates harshly. Fear of 
the rod would prevent many boys from 
drifting into crime and becoming fit in- 
mates of reformatories,. where they are a 
burden cn the taxpayer. :

HOURS OF WORK.

The spirit and 
activity of the newly-formed force is a further 
proof of the rapid mecrease of the strength. of 
the Russian people. The Red Guard is sending 
Russian prisoners of war to Vologda, the ob-

kept in a pitiable state, without clothing or 
food, and verging upon famine. These 
prisoners confirm the tragic story of the cruel 
treatment meted-out to the population in 
Bolshevist Russia, where great numbers are 
being summarily shot.
